resulted in Increased cost of opera¬

CREDIT GRANTING 

Chari— Banner. Vancouver, waa 
the only other speaker on the pro¬ 
gramme. His subject was "Credit 
Oran ting in 1937." At the outset 
of hi* remarks, he said the volume 
of retail credit was coming hack to 
the peak of 1939. because, he 
lieved. the consumer was becoming 
more credit-minded. He dealt with 
installment accounts, which he char¬ 
saving. "Installment accounts." he 
asserted, “are responsible for a large 
amount of the comfort* enjoyed by 
our people today. It has made pas 
slble mass production at a price 
which the consumer could afford to 
P»T” 

Mr Banner discussed the nature 
of modern credit granting and ex 
plained the method of Its operation 
through credit records available to 
merchants The question of easy 
terms over long periods, he main 
talned, had Its disadvantages be¬ 
cause of the Inability of merchants 
to forecast a return to unemploy¬ 
ment conditions generally In 
to avoid lapses of payments through 
unemployment of an Individual 
creditor, there was no general rule 
to be followed, but he claimed offl 
cers and directors of associations 
should follow the trends of business 
and give attention to opinions of 
those who have to do with changing 
conditions. As conditions unfavor¬ 
able to credit arise. It might be nec¬ 
essary for merchants to change from 
a too liberal system of granting 
credit to one more conservative.

REVERSED 

Court of Appeal Quashes 
Conviction of Donet Couture 
In Royal City 


The Judgment of Judge Howay. 
of New Westminster, was reversed 
In the Court of Appeal yesterday 
in the case of Rex vs. Couture. With 
Mr JusUce McPhilllpe ‘presiding and 
Mr. JusUoe McQuarrie and Mr. 
JusUce Bloen as members of the 
court, a unanimous decision eras 
reached to quash the judgment of 
the trial judge. 

The accused, Donet Couture, a 

re nth Canadian, had been found 
guilty by the trial judge of having 
held up Henry Schuster on the 
waterfront of New Westminster and 
at the point of a gun obtained from 
him $35. He was sentenced to one 
year. The Informant had at once 
notified a police officer who was 
close at hand and the latter, after 
being joined by two other police 
officers, arrested Couture, who eras 
close to the scene of the hold up 
engaged with anoth* countryman. 
Emil La Plant, In taking a tire from 
an automobile and appropriating it 
to their own \iae. 

RAKED ON IDENTIFICATION 

The accused Couture was arrested 
and taken to the lockup. As he 
passed through there under the 
police, the informant in the holdup 
was present but did not identify the 
accused Next day he made the 
identification when in the presence 
of the chief of police when he was 
asked, when the accused was 
brought in alone. If that was the 
man. The informant made jk rather 
vague identification, which was the 
basis of the appeal taken by H. J. 
McOivem, his counsel. 

The latter alluded to the Irregu¬ 
larity of the identification methods; 
to the fact that it was unreasonble 
to find ths accused engaged tn 
stealing a tire within a few feet 
of the alleged holdup and within 
about fifteen minutes of the holdup 
The informant had. after the pre¬ 
liminary hearing, expreesed doubt 
as to his identification and was 
ready to drop the proceedings if 
he got his money back. 

MONET NOT FOUND 

The money was never found on 
the accused nor had It been obtained 
since. 

Carew Martin, for the Crown, 
put forward the case against the 
upsetting of the conviction, but the 
court wss evidently strongly against 
him. In delivering judgment, the 
members of the bench expressed 
disagreement with the finding, each 
in turn allowing *the appeal and 
quashing the conviction of the 
accused. The lndefinlteness of the 
BNnUfU s Uim was referred to by 
*aeh. Mr Justice Sloan referred to 
the unsatisfactory attempt made by 
the chief of police in obtaining 
identification of the accused. 
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that the results of long years of in¬ 
correct living or abuse cannot be 
corrected in a short tune by the 
taking of a prescription.

INEXCUSABLE CARELESSNESS 


PROGRESSIVELY APPLIED PATRONAGE 


Two years ago experts, at the dictation of the 
Provincial Government, prepared s white paper 
with a symposium of views on health Insurance 
schemes. A number of such were suggested 
ranging In coat as high as $ 8 , 000,000 per annum. 
Pot a year's time a "hearing* committee” bruited 
the Idea of compulsion about the Province, a 
suggestion being put forward that a plan suit¬ 
able to Brltlah Columbia would cost $5,000,000, 
which would Include s governmental contribu¬ 
tion of $ 1 , 200,000 to be utilized on behalf of thoee 
who would be Insured but could not pay for the 
privilege. 

finally a Bill was presented to the Legislature 
Involving s scheme which omitted to Include 
those most In need of Insurance. It confined the 
beneficiaries to wage earners who In ordinary 
circumstances pay most of the present fees for 
hospital attention and medical services. It was 
hot designed that the riel) or the poor should 
have any place In the plan. The BUI was passed, 
became law, a Health Insurance Commission was 
appointed and given powers of taxation designed 
to raise 13,500 ,000 per annum. The proposal was 
that tha tax would be two per cent of wage 
earners' salaries, with some exceptions, and one 
per cent of employers’ payrolls in the esse where 
the employees ware to become the beneficiaries. 
This was all done before arrangements had been 
made with either the medical profession or the 
hospital* to fulfil the term* of the contract as 
sot bodied In the legislation. 

It then developed that the doctors of the 
Province could not Insure that their co-operation 
would mean the success of the legislation. It 
was common knowledge, too, that the hoepltals 
had Insufficient accommodation for the rush of 
patients that could be expected under a State 
Health Insurance scheme. The medical profes¬ 
sion, knowing that what was planned would lead 
to a lowering of the standard of medicine as 
practised In British Cohlmbla. could not see their 
way to endorse the legislation. Th* Provincial 
Government, therefore. unwllUng to face the 
complete failure of Its plans, suspended the 
putting Into operation of Its Act. Instead, In 
connection with the late provincial election. It 
put a plebiscite to the people asking them if they 
were In favor of health Insurance "progressively 
applied." The people answered in the affirma¬ 
tive. The majority, however, was by no means 
of the resounding type. There was substantial 
opposition evident and there was confusion In 
the people’s mind as to what the Government 
Int.ndoA 

The result of the plebiscite did not affect in 
any way the facts respecting medical, hoaplul 
and other services designed to be made avail¬ 
able under State Health Insurance. It la In these 
services that the whole crux of the matter Ilea. 
A committee of the Cabinet for months past has 
—with how much enthusiasm It Is Impossible to 
say—been discussing ways and means to devise 
a measure that would be acceptable to the people 
of Brltlah Cojjimbia It has evolved no scheme 
that would lead to the whole-hearted co-opera¬ 
tion of the medical profession. It hat found no 
way to provide the hospital accommodation that 
la a sine qua non of State supervision of health 
' services. It has. In other words, reached an Im¬ 
passe. Premier Fattullo says that the statute, 
which It la admitted It la Impossible to enforce, 
win romaln, for the time being at least, without 
amendment but a dead letter, and no new 
statute la contemplated during the session of the 
Legislature which opens this month. In other 
words, the answer to the question as to what 
win be dime about State Health Insurance Is 


In th* first six months of the present year, 
390 persons were klUed and 4.7(5 were injured 
In hlghsrsy accidents In Ontario. Of those killed 
II were drivers, 75 passengers, 125 pedestrians 
and 50 bicyclists It Is noted that 5.565 accidents 
occurred In clear weather and 3.211 of them In 
daylight, and of the 3.234 can Involved 117* 
were going straight ahead. 227 wera turning 
right, 727 were turning left. 435 were backing up 
and 370 skidded Into trouble. There were 7,311 
of the cars found ‘‘In apparently good condition” 
and 137 with defective brakes. Nlpety Intoxi¬ 
cated drivers were Involved In accidents and 70 
of the driver* Involved were suffering from ex 
treme fatigue. Further statistics show that 222 
of the driver* had driven a year or lesa and 5.374 
of them had at least five years' driving expe¬ 
rience. 

The moral of the foregoing la that accidents 
are due In the main to Inexcusable carelessness. 
They are caused because those at the wheel will 
not drive with due regard to thetr own and other 
people's safety.' Most accidents, says Th* Ottawa 
Journal, "happen In good light on straight roads, 
and U| such conditions gross recklessness pile* 
up the shocking casualty list of 2M killed and 
4,755 Injured In half a year." Th* question of 
the havoc being wrought on th* roads .thus re¬ 
volves, as It will continue to do Inevitably, round 
those being given drivers’ licencea who ar* not 
fit to drive for their own safety and the safety 
of others—passengers, pedestrtsns and cyclists. 
It is passengers and pedestrians who run the 
greatest risk, and because of the drivers. In the 
Ontario record there were (1 drivers killed and 
75 passengers; there were 1.583 passengers In¬ 
jured and only 341 drivers hurt. When will 
legislative authority approach the problem of 
safety on the roads In a conpionsense way. by 
Insuring that those who dri^^re not only fully 
equipped technically, but that they are of the 
type who will exercise the utmost carefulness 
In any and all eventualities? 


In the statistic* of car travel to and from 
Victoria there la something that requires explan¬ 
ation. Why. If 7,993 motor car* came here with 
visitor! during the first nine month* of the year, 
did 9.042 motor cars take their departure In the 
tame period? Why. also, if 22,612 passengers 
were arrivals here In the nine months, did the 
cars that brought them take away 24,736 pas¬ 
sengers on their departure? What Is the con¬ 
clusion to be reached from these figures? Statis¬ 
tics have a way of leaving the moral to which 
they point hung up In the air.

DRAGOONING THE PRESS 


Under the terms ot the Alberts BUI. “To ensure 
th* publication of accurate news and informa¬ 
tion." It Is provided that newspapers shall b* 
required to publish any statement furnished by 
th* chairman of s board constituted by Section 
3 ot the Alberts Social Credit Act deaUng with 
th* following matters: 

(S) The objects of any policies ot th* Govern¬ 
ment of tbs Province; ' 

•b) The means being taken or Intended to bo 
taken by th* Government for the purpose of 
attaining such objects: and 

let Th* circumstances, matters and things 
which hinder and make difficult the achievement 
of any such objects. 

It Is, moreover, provided that any statement, 
as outlined. shaU have "written upon It" s cer¬ 
tificate In the following words: "The foregoing 
statement is published by the direction of the 
chairman of the Social Credit Board." which 
ehrtlflcate shall be printed at the foot of the 
statement to which tt relates. 

It to also, provided that the length of any 
statement, or of any number of statements re¬ 
quired to be published In any tone of any news¬ 
paper, «h» n not exceed la the case of a dally 
newspaper on* page, and in the case ot any 
other newspaper one-tenth of the total Issues. 
The penalty for not publishing th* statement, 
or statements, as decreed by the chairman of a 
Social Credit Board to $1,000.

ANIMALS OP ROCKIES 

Even more fascinating than the 
flowen were the animals, to the 
description of whose habits Mr. 
McCowan brought rare knowledge, 
insight and sympathetic feeling. He 
waa particularly interested in their 
hibernating habits, to which he has 
devoted much study. 

The result of this is “Animals of 
the Canadian Rockies.** a book he 
has written, and Into which he had. 
he said, put all he knew about the 
hibernating habits of the marmot. 

I of the most fascinating of 
mountain creatures. Through a 
study of the marmot he had arrived 
at the conclusion that animals did 
i\o( hibernate to get away from the 
cold, but because of a dearth of 
food during thbC particular season 
of the year. The marmot **a kind of 
gopher** weighing as much as 
thirty pounds goes down about 
■even feet Into the ground to spend 
the Winter. Old marmots this year 
went into their hibernating quar¬ 
ters in August, young ones follow¬ 
ing some weeks later. The coney 
was another of the interesting ani¬ 
mals mentioned In this connection 
for. unlike the bear, gopher and 
ns of the other creatures, it did 
not hibernate but ‘nested** during 
the cold months, showing an Intel¬ 
ligent preparation for the period 
by dragging down supplies of hay.

Under normal circumstances no; 
one need go hungry in the forests, 
of British. Columbia, it waa said 
yesterday at the Provincial Museum, 
where one minute's research dis¬ 
closed nine common varieties of 
British Columbia berried plants used 
for making jams and jellies, exclus¬ 
ive of animal, bird and fish hfe in 
the countryside. 

One of the most common plants! 
in British Columbia is the salal, 
which covers the floor of the forest 
in most areas/ with its waist-high 
olive-green shrubbery and its purple 
berries. Long before the coming of 
the white man. the Indians ate salal 
berries, and were guided to that 
bush by grouse and other birds of 
the forest. 

GBOUND GRAPES ■ 

Particularly plentiful on Vancou¬ 
ver Island at most points is the 
Oregon grape. This is a small fern-, 
leafed type.of plant, with hanging 
clusters of sky-blue berries in the i 
Pall of the year. They are grapes, j 
in fact, and make an excellent jelly, j 

Other varieties common In British j 
Columbia woods, and edible, are the 
salmonberry. thimbleberry. masks-! 
toon, cranberry, blackberry, huckle¬ 
berry; not forgetting the wild cherry 
and the wiki rose, the haws of 
which are sometimes pressed to 
make jam. 

With a rifle or a fish hook the 
range Is infinitely increased, from 
the lordly grouse down to the 
humble and protected robin < missel 
thrush) Squirrels are edible and 
have been knocked over with a stick 
by men in desperate circumstances.

In the streams are trout .aph sal¬ 
mon Even If there a*e nfc fish 
hooks, diversion of thg smallest 
creek will usually yield from a score 
to s hundred trout finger lings in 
s single pool 

Seasoned hunters. In fact, seldom 
take a lunch with them Into the 
British Columbia bush, preferring to 
pick up s snack along the way from 
the bounty that the natural cover 
has provided. As s last resource, 
men have been known to est pine 
needles, and live.
